equipped to wage this new type of 
war. 
R.AF Retaliates. 
The heavy British Royal Air 
Force attack on the German ex ­ 
peditionary force in African Libya 
is a natural answer to the nazi as­ 
sault on Crete 
The immediate 
purpose of the British command 
is to compel the nazis to divert to 
Libya a part of the air fleet they 
are using against the Greek island. 
This in iUelf is an indication of 
the gravity of the threat in the 
German attack. 
There also may be a double pur­ 
pose in the British bombardment 
of the nazi column in Africa. 
A l l i e d 
Commander - in - Chief 
Wavell may be ready to inaugur­ 
ate a land offensive against the 
ax is forces w'hich are standing 
close to the Egyptian border, 
ready for a thrust towards thz

Fast-Working Crew 
Is Replacing Rail On 
lincoln-Ashland Run 
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Two stretches of slightly worn 
rail on the Burlington road be­ 
tween Lincoln and Ashland are 
being , replaced with new and 
heavier rail, and a fast-working 
crew of approx imately 140 men 
is doing the job. 
These men are taking up 9 0- 
pound rails and laying 112-pound 
rails at a rate of 2 ^ miles a day. 
They work on a one-mile front. 
A ten-mile stretch from Lincoln 
east has been finished, and the 
crew is now working on a seven- 
mile section just this side of Ash­ 
land. The job will be completeii 
about the first of nex t week. 
Thirty-seven camp cars accom­ 
pany the mon. including sleeping, 
dining, kitchen, and supply car*, 
and they are taken to and from 
work In trailers drawn by motor 
cars. 
They are aided in their 
work by a variety of machinery 
—spike pullers, bolting machines, 
rail layers, and adzing machines. 
The latter gives the rails an even 
bearing. 
This crew has recently finished 
re-laying 50 miles of track near 
Hastings. 
The old rails will be used where 
traffic is not so heavy, on sidings 
and switch yards.

The D istrict court upheld the* 
com pany’s contention 
that L in­ 
coln’s birthday — falling on the 
tenth day after the County court 
verdict—gave it an ex tra day in 
w hich to appeal, and a judgm ent 
subsequently was entered against 
Owen. 
“While it is true that the tw elfth 
day of February known as Lin­ 
coln’s birthday is made a holiday 
for the purpose of the negotiable 
ins'^ruments act, it can have no 
effect upon court procedure,” the 
Suprem e ciourt held in an opinion 
by Justice C arter. 
“This court has said m any times 
that the filing of an appeal bond 
w ithin 10 days in an appeal from 
the County court is necessary to 
confer jurisdiction upon the Dis­ 
trict court.” 
Judge C arter said that the T ay­ 
lor com pany argued it attem pted 
to file the appeal bond Feb. 12, 
1940, and that the County judge 
was gone and court house closed. 
“Even if this situation w arranted 
the filing of the bond on the 
eleventh day, it is of no avail 
here because it is not shown by 
the record,” he declared. 


W hile the adm inistration thus 
far has found difficulty in in v it­ 
ing an incident challenging us into 
w ar, it would have a much easier 
task w ithout the neutrality law .” 
Nye said that President Roose­ 
velt had “praised the act at the 
tim e it was passed as a larger 
m easure of security against our 
involvem ent in w ar.”

“ terrible blunder.” Both said they 
w ere speaking as individuals.

(D -M ont.), 
like Nye a leading opponent of 
the aid-to-B ritain program , as­ 
serted that repeal of the act would 
m ean sending A m erican ships into 
m em bers i 
zones and that such a step 
would m ean war.

chance,” he added, ‘that congress 
will repeal the neutrality act at 
this tim e.”

For earti bushel of com or other 
feed grain the sucking calves will 
produce from 10 to 20 pounds 
gain. Less total pounds grain will 
be required to put the calves in 
acceptable market condition by 
creep feeding these young calves, 
he says. As age increases the ef­ 
ficiency and economy of gain de­ 
creases. Therefore, in older cat­ 
tle rr.ore pounds of grain per 
pound of gain will be required. 
The success in creep feeding 
depends on how successful the 
operator Is in getting the sucking 
calves to eat grain. Oats or a mix­ 
ture of whole oats snd cracked 
com makes an attractive starting 
feed for the» e young calves. Older 
calves that have the grain-eating 
habit make it easier to get the 
younger ones started.
